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President on 
Tour Talking 
Pollution

BUFFALO, 
N.Y. (AP) - 


President 
Johnson 
opened 
a 


fast-moving speechmaking trip 
into New York and New Eng- 
land today by telling a Buffalo 
audience the nation is well on 
its way to purifiying the waters 
of the Great Lakes. 


The three-day tour takes the 


President to five states and to 
Canada 
for 
a 
meeting with 


Prime Minister Lester B. Pear- 


son. 


The first of his long series of 


speeches dealt with a variety of 
other domestic affairs such as a 
medical care for the aged and 
education for the young, as well 
as the matter of pollution. 


His schedule here included a 


cruise aboard a Coast Guard 
cutter to see the pollution of 
Lake Erie. 


He said the pollution is a re- 


sult of the country's abundance. 


"It has been caused bv the 


great industrial might of Buf- 
falo and Cleveland and Toledo 
and dozens of other cities," he 
said. 
"That 
abundance has 


helped to create the kind of 
good life which so many people 
enjoy in Buffalo." 


For the first time, he said, 


"we are attacking head on our 
massive problems of water pol- 
lution in the United States." 


Johnson announced that the 


Interior Department today gave 
a go-ahead to the Rand Devel- 
opment 
Corp. for construction 


on the shores of Lake Erie at 
Buffalo of a new type of filter 
system. 


This system, he said, will at 


once 
prevent 
raw pollutants 


from entering the lake and will 
purify, at economical cost, the 
water that does go In. 


This is the first construction 


contract 
awarded 
under 
the 


Water Quality Act of 1965. 


Johnson said the key ingredi- 


ent in this experimental filter is 
pulverized coal that can be used 
as fuel after serving as a filter 
agent. 


"If successful," he said, "this 


method of treatment would not 
only provide a solution to one of 
our most difficult water pollu- 
tion problems. It would also af- 
ford a new use for coal that 
could run to hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons every year, as oth- 
er plants become operative." 


Turning to other domestic af- 


fairs, Johnson said that before 
medicare was set up the great- 
est single threat to the economic 
security of older Americans was 
the high cost of health service.

Johnson's schedule calls for

Pearson take part in laying the 
cornerstone of a new visitor's 
pavillion at the Roosevelt Inter* 
national Park. 


Campobello was the vacation 


home of President Franklin D, 
Roosevelt. 


Johnson also speaks today in 


Syracuse and later at Ellenville, 
N.Y., in the Catskill Mountains 
where he will dedicate a com- 
munity hospital and spend the 
night. 


Johnson will 
make a major 


speech Saturday and receive an 
honorary doctorate of laws de- 
gree at the University of Rhode 
Island at Kingston. 


Other 
presidential speeches 


Saturday will be made in Man- 
chester, N.H.; Burlington, Vt.; 
and Lewiston, Maine. 


Saturday night, Johnson plans 


to 
board 
the cruiser North- 


hampton for an overnight trip to 
Campobello off the coast of New 
Brunswick. 


Pearson has indicated that he 


and Johnson will discuss inter- 
national questions, possibly in- 
cluding Viet Nam. 


In New York State, Johnson 


will speak in the home districts 
of three freshman House Demo- 
crats who upset Republicans in 
1964. 


Syracuse is the 34th District

Martin Luther King Jr.'s South- 
ern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference. 


The 
open-housing campaign 


has seen violence when civil 
rights marches were held in all- 
white 
neighborhoods. 
But no

were planned today, 


only tests of real estate firms 
to see if they will sell to Ne- 
groes. 


King told a crowd of more 


than 1,000 Thursday night that 
more open-occupancy marches

away with It? Because the de- 
mand for loans in a sizzling 
economy is booming faster than 
the supply of lendable funds. 
And customers are willing to 
pay the new 6 per cent prime 
rate, or up to 6Vz and 7 per cent 
in most instances. 


The banks will be getting a 


handsomer return on loans. But 
they hasten to point out that 
they are paying more interest 
for the deposits from which they 
can lend. 


Theoretically, 
commercial 


banks can borrow from the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank at the offi- 
cial 41/2 per cent discount rale 
and then lend that money to the 
select few — their best and 
most 
credit-worthy customers 


— for 6 per cent. That unusually 
big spread would seem, at first 
glance, to provide a very neat 
profit 
indeed. And the profit 


would be higher for the majori- 
ty of borrowers who pay more 
than 6 per cent. 


Actually the Fed keeps a very 


close watch on borrowing by 
member banks at its discount 
windows. Loans are for very 
short periods, usually to take 
care of a daily routine or some 
emergency. The Fed's policing 
rules forbid making such big 
profits on money borrowed from 
it. 


Because the Fed frowns on 


such borrowings, 
banks have 


been borrowing from each other 
instead. They have lately paid 
as high as 5% per cent for fed- 
eral funds — the surplus re- 
serve one bank may have tem- 
porarily at the Fed — and on a 
short-term basis, usually just

Psychotherapy alone 
would not be likely to cure 
the disease but such therapy 
in the form of a deep inter-

reassurance,

plan of drug treatment and 
efforts to calm nervous ten- 
sions would undoubtedly be 
helpful. Insofar as a terrify- 
ing experience may be a fac- 
tor in producing nervous ten- 
sion, it could contribute to 
high blood pressure and heart 
disease.

Learn to float 
on your back then swim at a 
leisurely pace, preferably on 
your back, with friends or in 
a supervised pool.

A—As a result of rheumat- 


ic fever or some other infec- 
tion a scar has formed on one- 
or more of your heart valves. 
Since all scar tissue tends to 
contract, the valves no longer 
form a perfect seal when they 
close and some backflow oc- 
curs. After the infection that 
caused the trouble has been 
completely cured, the heart 
enlarges to compensate for 
the defect and to maintain 
your circulation As explained 
in the preceding answer, you 
must as old putting an added 
strain on \ u u r heart by over- 
exertion You must also avoid 
late hours, becoming over- 
weight or incurring any infec- 
tions insofar as possible.

about the six club contract. 
It looks as if your only prob- 
lem is to see if you can sneak 
through a diamond trick to 
make seven.

trouble. All four trumps are 
in one hand. You aren't sup- 
posed to know this as declarer 
but you will find it out right 
away since at trick two you 
should lay down your ace of 
clubs. This is standard pro- 
cedure. You don't play a high 
club from dummy because if 
you make that play you won't 
be able to pick up four clubs 
in either hand. 


Since you have made the 


right club play to start with 
you won't have to lose a 
trump trick but you won't be 
able to ruff a spade in dummy 
since you can't use dummy's 
nine of trumps twice.

President de Gaulle's tour of Russia was significant for t\vo 


major reasons: 


• It underscored the view long held by specialists on com- 


munism that the East-West conflict has shifted from Europe 
to Asia. The Russians, in the foreseeable future, will not be 
ready to embark on military adventures in the West. 


• 
It demonstrated that there is hard-headed realism in the 


proposals by U.S. Senate majority leader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont.. and other senators for a large-scale reduction of Amer- 
ican military commitments in Europe. 


The Russians, beset by economic difficulties and restless- 


ness among their satellites, are primarily eager to maintain 
the status quo in Europe. 


They do not want German unity, since control of East Ger- 


many.' in addition to substantial economic advantages, also 
gives them a foothold in West Europe. 


The most important feature of current Russian foreign 


policy is that for the first time since the Korean war that pol- 
icy is oriented towards the East rather than the West. 


This is only in part a natural consequence of Moscow's pre- 


occupation with the United States' military build-up in Viet 
Nam. To a larger extent it is due to Russia's major effort to 
isolate and contain Red China by diplomatic, economic and 
even military means. 


The shift in Soviet diplomacy is most conspicuous in India,

threatened by China, Russia supplies not only economic am 
and arms but also troops to bolster the position of the pro- 
Soviet premier. 


Moscow's relations with China continue to go from worse to 


worst. Armed border clashes between the two countries, ac- 
cording to a secret letter distributed recently by the Kremlin, 
are on the increase. Leading Chinese officials, the letter 
charged, are even busy propagating the idea of a possible 
military conflict. 


It is also increasingly clear that Moscow does not believe in 


a purely military victory for North Viet Nam and the Vitf 
Cong over the U.S. and South Vietnamese troops—but nor 
does anyone else from Peking to Hanoi. 


Thus, the search for stability in Europe and a desire to con-

Problems of Automation 
I t's proper for the nation 
I to be seeking long-term 
• solutions to the problem 


of unemployment resulting from 
automation but short - term an- 
swers must be sought too. That's 
the advice of John I. Snyder Jr. 
president of United States In- 
dustries Inc., a company which 
manufactures 
automation ma- 


chinery. Mr. Snyder estimates 
'.0,000 workers are being dis- 
S&Ced weekly by the trend to- 
ward automation. He's concern- 
ed about the social and moral 
implications of this movement. 


Mr. Snyder is right when he 


contends that artificial and stop- 
gap measures are not the proper 
approach to a matter of such 
magnitude.. An increase in relief 
payments and imposition of a 
shorter work week in selected 
Ttodustrles offer not much help. 
The emphasis, in Mr. Snyder's 
opinion, should be on retraining 
and upgrading the skills of dis- 
placed workers, on a higher de- 
gree of education for young peo- 
ple in schools, and on more em- 
phasis on businesses offering 
services to the public. 


In addition, he hit on one point 


which seems to offer Dossibili- 
«ies of opening up new indus- 
trial horizons. The government 
he pointed out, is sitting on a 
great deal of research informa- 
tion developed in connection with 
the aero space program. Mak- 
ing available as much of this 
classified information as would 
not jeopardise national defense 
would start a flow of new indus- 
tries and new jobs, he predicts.
